The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the hold member 
having a solid part in the rear end in the holder tube and a hollow part in the front end of 
the holder tube must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 10, the phrase "hardness of the soft flexible material is 40 degrees or 
lower" is indefinite in that hardnesses of materials are measured in durometers, not 
degrees. It is unclear what the scope of this claim is. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 and 11-21 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 03-21-2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that element 42 in fig. 3 is solid. However element 4 is received 
within a lumen of element 42 making 42 "hollow". It is therefore impossible for it to be 
"solid".
